LIFE ON A SUBMARINE. 


OUR ALASKAN PARK 


It Is Classed as One of World's 
Colossal Spectacles. 


P h y sic a l E v il* T h a t C o m e F ro m Long, 
C o n tin u o u s Duty. 
According to A ssistant Surgeon W al­ 
ter W, Cress of the navy, long, con­ 
tinuous duty 011 subm arines is con­ 
ducive to high blood pressure, with its 
attending evils. 
“W hether that is due,” he says, “to 
mental strain, loss of sleep, overeating 
with lack of exercise, excessive use of 
tobacco, coffee and tea or som e toxic 
agent peculiar to subm arines I am un­ 
able to say. 
It w as noted that a slight 
fall occurred after a forty-eight hour 
surface run and a three hour dive. Un­ 
doubtedly that could be accounted for 
by fatigue or lack of physical exer­ 
cise during the preceding forty-eight 
hours." 
One effect, natural under the circum­ 
stances, he says, w as that of loss of 
weight, and it is observed that there 
is probably no occupation, excepting 
that of a boilermaker, giving rise to 
as many cases of partial deafness as 
submarine duty. 
It is not uncommon, 
he says, for men to report that they 
have increasing difficulty 
in hearing 
the commands. 
That is attributed to 
the constant vi!»rat«u\\ 
movement of 
the submarine, the straining of ears to 
hear nl>o\e the noise of the engines, 
the presence of cold drafts of air down 
the hatches while operating on the 
surface, the excessive h«*at. while run­ 
ning submerged and the inhalation of 
gases given off by the batteries and 
fumes from oil tanks. 
"It is becoming more and more np 
parent,” concluded Dr. Cress, “that all 
men should undergo a thorough phys­ 
ical and m ental exam ination before be­ 
ing assigned to submarine duty.”— 
W ashington Star.

The national park in Alaska which 
congress created in the spring of 1917 
is one of the m onster spectacles of 
the world. To say that Mount M cKin­ 
ley rises 20,300 feet "above sea level and 
that it is the loftiest peak in America 
is to convey no idea w hatever of its 
grandeur. There are several mountains 
in the Him alayas which m aterially ex ­ 
ceed its height, one which ris«*s more 
than 23,000 feet above sea level, anti 
yet Mount McKinley t«> the observer Is 
loftier than any of these. 
The reason is that the greatest H im ­ 
alayas are se«‘ii from valleys 7,000 to 
10.000 feet In altitude, w hile Mount Mc­ 
Kinley 
rises abruptly 
from 
valleys 
3,009 feet and even less in altitude. 
The visitor to the Mount M cKinley 
National park will look up more than 
17.000 feet to the double peak, the up­ 
per 14,000 feet of which are covere«! I 
with perpetual snow. 
This enormous m ass is the clim ax or 
the great Alaskan range which extends 
roughly east and w est across southeast! 
central Alaska, separating the v a s t 1 
northern inland from the more popu­ 
lated country whose shores are th-» I 
gulf of Alaska. 
The range parallel* 
the m ighty Yukon m any m iles to its 
mouth. 
The reservation contains 2,200 square 
miles. 
Its northern slopes, which o v er-! 
look the Tanana watershed with its 
gold m ining industry, are broad val- j 
leys inhabited by enormous herds of 
caribou, 
its southern plateau is a 
perpetual winter wilderness through 
which glaciers of great length anil 
enormous bulk flow into the valleys t>f 
the south. In this National park, which < 
the railroad now building by govern- , 
ment into the Alaskan interior will j 
op«'ii to the public, America possesses 
Alpine scenery upon a titanic scale 
From the storm y south Mount Mc­ 
Kinley is wholly inaccessible. 
But 
from the plains of the north valleys of 
easy grade lea«l one from another to 
its foot. 
“It is an aw e inspiring region of m as­ 
sive m ountains and l« e capped pi'aks," 
Belmore Browne of the Campfire club 
testified before the senate com m ittee 
on territories. 
“ The Piedm ont plat«*au 
that follow s the range affords a beau­ 
tiful roadway direct to Mount M cKin­ 
ley, and when you reach the plateau 
all difficulties vanish and you see a 
view that is unique on this earth. 
You 
see the huge mountain line of perpet­ 
ual snow , rising like a gri'at wall on 
«he southeast. 
You can ride a pony to 
where Mount M cKinley rises 17,009 
feet above you in a glittering wall of 
snow- and ice. 
It is flanked by stu­ 
pendous mountains, which make a won* 
dorfu! settinc for the m onster.” 
North of the vast mountain, however, 
is a rolling country dotted with beau* 


tifui lakes and forests and inhabited 
by enormous herds of caribou. In fact, 
the special reason why congress set
